Foreign Concéssions, are guarded to-day by foreign troops, with 
rifles and machine-guns, behind _sand-bag emplacements. 

At the end of the International Bridge is a strong sand-bag 
defence works, manned by French troops. In front of the position 
are barbed wire entanglements, and behind it is a squat, ugly tank. 

‘Last night a French Army sergeant arrested two Chinese who 
were attempting to install.a machine-gun nest under the International 


Bridge.

upon,” the Marshal asserted. 


He emplisised that he was the 
highest political and military authority 
{n China, and therefore responsible 
for the present conditions in North 
China. : 
“General Sung Cheh-yuan must’ 
not receive the blame alone,” de- 
clared Marshal Chiang. 

Marshal Chiang called upon the 
nation “to mobillze our total re~ 
sources und struggle hand jn hand 
to.save our country. I belleve my 
comrades at this critical juncture will 
fight to the end. 

“Regarding resistance against the 
Japanese, I have decided upon all 
necessary arrangements," he con- 
cluded, :

Signor Benlto Mussolini, Italian 
Dictator, has accepted the British plan 
for preventing the Intervention of 
powers Jn Spain with one reservation, 
which it 1s belleved refers to the 
execution of proposals regarding the 
withdrawal of volunteers and the 
granting of belligerent rights. 

The feature of the Russian reply to 
the British non-intervention proposals 
is the insistence that General Franco's 
Morocean troops should be classed in

WOMAN'S EXCUSE IN 
" DRUG CHARGE 


The discovery of a large heroin pill 
factory In a fint in King’a Road on 
July 19 resulted in five men and two 
women appearing before Mr, Balfour 
nt the Central Magistracy yesterday 
charged with the possession of 38,009 
heroin pills and 315 2/3 ounces of 
pink mass, sufficient for another 
30,000 pills, They were Ting Yam, 
28, unemployed farmer, Li Man, 20, 
unemployed electrician, Lam Yung- 
kam, 35, unemployed hawker, Man 
Wo, 43, unemployed baker, Wong 
Yee, 20, married woman, Wong Shen- 
chung, 29, unemployed hawker. and 
Chan Hi, 37, amah, 

Mr. M. J. Abbott, Assistant Crown 
Solicitor, who appeared for the 
prosecution, offered no evidence 
against Chan Hi, who was according- 
ly discharged.’ 

Mr. Abbott said about 8.30 a.m. on 
Senior Revenue _OMcer 
Grimmitt and Mr. Taylor, Govern- 
ment Monopoly Analyst, accompanied 
by a ralding party, went to the flat. 
They knocked at the door, but it was 
not opened, and sounds of a stampede 
within were heard, The door was 
burst open and they found that the 
rear cubicle was being uscd as a 
heroin pill factory, and the kitcben 
as a drying, room. 


Staln Was Rouge ; 

The hands of all defendants bore 
traces of pink stain. The woman 
told Grimmiltt that the stains were 
from applying rouge to her face. 
Mr. Abbott pointed out that no 
woman would apply rouge by rubbing 
it in the palms of the hands. Her

Wong Sau-san, unmployed printer, 
said the European inspectors frst 
entered his flat but finding nothing, 
had gone to the floor above. As he 
was watching them break the door 
he heard the volce of a woman in 
the kitchen of hfs flat, protesting 
against a man sitting on her bed, and 
against so many people entering the 
house, He went to the kitchen and 
saw two men whom he did not know. 
He handed them over to a policeman 
on the stairease. Later he found 
another man hiding behind the 
Kitchen door. * 

Tam Chun, rent collector, said 
after the rald he received a message 
to have the rent receipt ready, In the 
evening he was given rent for, the 
flat from a mun, not one of the de- 
fendants, 

Answer To Charge

failing to carry olr Jog books an 
falling to carry certificates of regis- 
tration, 

Defendants were not legally re- 
presented. Mr. J, Wyatt, Assistant 
Attorney General, appeared for the 
prosecution and Mr. D. B. Evans for 
the Far East Flying School, 

Mr. Wyatt sald that.Cheng and Ho 
took up planes belongingy to the 
school and” Ianded them, one in 
Canton, nnd the other in Nam Hung 
on the Kwangst border. 

Chen, he sald, Joined the school 

1, 1990 and in May obtained 
Heence for amateur pilots 
their own planes. He owas 


licence, Which a pilot had to hold 
if he were tlying as a profession. A 
hundred hours solo flying was neccs- 
sary fo be eligible for that Icence.

JAPAN AND ILLICIT 
‘ DRUGS 


“After many years of hard 


work, the League of Nations has 
closed down all the European 
sources of illicit drugs only to 
be threatened to-day by the far 
bigger menace’ of muss heroin 
production and export from the 
Far East.” This is-an extract 
from the introductory note to the 
annual report for 1936 published 
by General T. W. Russell, in his 
double capacity ay Director of 


the Egyptian Central Narcotics t 


Intelligence Bureau und Com- 
mandant of the Cairo City 
Police. As General Russell 
points..out in other _ passages, 
“the opium and heroin traffic in 
Manchukuo is an open business 
concern not considered «in 
any way to be illegal or illicit. 
The world source of illicit white 
drugs to-day is China north of 
the. Wall and for some distance 
south of it ... areas either 
under direct or indirect Japanese 
control.” The same story was 
told at the recent mecting of the 
Committee of the League of 
Nations that deals with the 
traffic in opium and other dan- 
yerous drugs by Mr. Fuller, re- 
presenting the U.S.A. Govern- 
ment. Both America and Egypt 
are very deeply concerned in this 
business, for America is the 
chief market for this Chinese 
heroin, and to-day, as the west- 
ern ports of America have ‘been 
efficiently closed to this traffic, 
the road it is secking is through 
the Suez Canal to various ports 
in Europe, from whence it may 
still be clandestinely re-shipped 
to New York. These facts speak 
for themselves, but two. small 
comments. are pertinent. The 
first is that Japanese Imperial- 
ism has proved ecgnomically 
unsound. Her methods of ag- 
gression have failed to produce 
‘any commercial return—and in 
her desperate need of money, she 
has felt no scruple in encourag- 
ing an nbominable business, 
which all the rest of the world 
is doing its best to repress. The 
other point is that the British 
Government could probably do 
more than any other at the 
present moment to induce “a 
change of heart” on this matter

AD ‘the man who 
invented the round

At such a time there are only 
two’ kinds of people in the 
world: those who Know where 
they are going, and oneself. 


My great desire not to meet 
a friend, or another American 
or a fellow Ohioan, or a frater- 
nity brother, hut merely to come 
across someone else who was 
Jost. It is hard to convey this 
iden to anyone unless he has 
been lost in a great city, driv- 
ing on the wrong side of the 
street. 


What I wanted most to mect 
was a policeman who was lost. 
This was an odd little desire

(100 against Derbyshire and 100 
against Surrey), and finished — the 
season with o county average of 23, 
80, having aggregated 1,190 runs 
from 50 Innings.

HE Board of Educa-

¢lon-bound and die-hard, but 
this is no longer truce. It is 
fully aware of the swiftly 
changing = circumstances — of 
modern life. It watches new 
educational experiments with 
an open mind. It has a finger 
on the social pulse, * 

Education js becoming a broader 
thing, more human, more practl- 
cal. A few years ago It was 
restricted to intellectual subjects 
and was excessively bookish, What

There follow chapters on Necdlc- 
craft and Housecraft. And then, !t 
should be noted, the academic sub- 
Jects — English Language and 
Literature, History, Geography, 
Nature Study, Selence, and—last 

_ of all—Mathematics. 

But even these old favourite sub- 
jects are to be taught in no new 
_ way. They are not considered 
munition-dumps for examiners. 
They are intimately Inked with 
daily life at every possible point.

Geography may lead to 
aschool journey. Half a dozen 
branches of science may be 
learnt in the schoo) garden.

ESTING time’ loys © strong 

temptation in the pathway of 
not a few of our well-known and res- 
pected wild birds. The temptation 
‘4s to stenl the es not only of other 
but nlso of: thelr own kind. 


a 


Outstanding among the offenders 
is the black-headed gull, This hand- 
some nnd clever bird of the plough 
spends much of his time during the 
nesting season in deliberate and 
flagrant thieving. He even takes the 
eggs of his {cllow “ylack+heads,” 
while the nests arc unguarded, You 
will notice, if you are on observer 
of bird-life in the countryside, that 
black-headed gulls practicnlly dis- 
appear from the fields in’ spring- 
time. They congregate at some 
lochan or marsh, where they nest, 
and in the immediate vicinity they 
are to be seen flying Ielsurely over 
the ficlds or along the slopes of hills 
keeping their nlert eyes on the 
frround in search of an untended 


nest or of a sitting bird. Even at: 
‘the 3,000 or 4,000 feet level of the. 


hills, bands of these gulls may be 
seen searching for the nests of 
frouse or ptarmigan and many are 
the eggs they find and suck. 


Brave Defenders 


Besides partridge, pheasant and 
wild duck, the once persecuted lap- 
wing ts a sufferer nt the hands of 
the black-headed gull. And no bird 
is more brave In the defence of its 
nest. Indeed, any intruder upon Its 
nesting territory, be it rook or hawk 
or gull, is given no peace untll It is 
driven off. I have seen a band of 
lapwings| "mob" a black-hended 
null, Intent on plunder, untll the 
poor bird was beaten to the ground, 
from which It never rose again. 


The magpie ix another 
thief. It takes the eggs of small as 
well ns big birds. Partridge and 
pheasant suffer heavy losses nt its 
hands. It even enters henhouses out 
in the open fields nnd helps itself to 
n hen’s ege.' Similarly the rook and 
much more widely the “hoodic” 
crow are «addicted tg, the thieving 
habit and as a result ore on the 

tack lists of the sramekeepers 
everywhere. 


Amonyt seabirds proper, the her- 
ring gull cannot resist the temptation 
to enjoy the tasty bite offered {n an 
untended vgs. While cormorants 
and guillemots are out at sea- feed- 
ing, the herring gulls pay periodic 
visits to the nests and either cat the 
eas on the spot or carry them away 
In thelr beaks. 


There is another type of thieving 
which Is carried out by means of 
bullying. When feeding of young 
is at its height und much searching 
hus to be done, bigger birds often 
bully smaller ones into dropping 
their beakfuls of food. Thus a 
missel thrush will bully a robin, or 
rooks a starling. The other day I 
saw about holf-a-dozen rooks and a 
magple chase a‘ staring which was 
currying an enormous mouthful of 
food to its nest. The race was fast 
and furious, the birds twisting and 
turning and swooping until at Jost 
the starling appeared to find refuge 
in a hole in a-tree and the chase 
ended, . 


Those flerce ‘sea birds, the skuns, 
practically live by this bullying 
practice. When they come upon a 
flock of herring gulls feeding on 
herring, they select one victim from 
the number and, giving chase with 
feroclty and terrifying crics, follow- 
ing every turn and dodge relentless- 
ly, they cause. the frightened bird 
to disgorge the newly-caught fish 
which has just been swallowed or 
the half digested fish which was 
caught some time before-hand. If 
the fish is dropped in mid-air, the 
skua swoops Ilke & falcon and 
catches it before it strikés the

She then took the notes to Mr.

In reply to cross-examination by 
Mr, Sin, witness said it was not she 
who had suggested that two months’ 
miuintenance should be paid.

AD the man’ who 
invented the round 
wheel—a Mede by

ACCUSING 
CHINA OF 
ARROGANCE 


Japan Fixes Blame 
For North War 


The Japanesé Army accuses 
Chinese troops of being arro- 
gant and = challenging, in an 
official statement . which _ it 
issued in Tientsin on Wednesday. 
The following copy of ‘a tele- 
gram, giving the statement in 
full, has been courteously sup- 
plied by the Japanese Consul- 
General in Hongkong: 


It in p matter of sincere regret 
that serlous armed clashes have oc- 
curred between Japanese and Chincse 
troops In North China since July 7, 
when Japanese troops were unlaw- 
fully fired upon by Chinese troops at 
Lokouchiao, From the very begin- 
ning of this unfortunate Incident, the 
Japanese Army, In face of utterly 
unwarranted and clearly premedi- 
{ated provocation on the part of 
Chinese troopr, have exerted overy 
effort for na peaceful settlement of the 
whole affair, in accordance with our 
fixed policy of strictly localising and 
peacefully setiling present complica- 
tions on the spot, 


BREACHES OF FAITH 


Unfortunately, however, this sincere 
attitude on the part of the Japanese’ 
Army has had only the result of 
Inviting further acts af challenge and 
repeated breaches of fuith by the 
Chinese troops, who have revealed 
no sign of abundonlng their attitude 
ef resistance ond insult to the 
Japanese, even after they had de- 
finitely expressed their ‘compliance 
with the Japanese demands and 
signed tn agreement to that effect. 
The Chinese troops, meanwhile, have 
become so arrogant and challenging 
‘ng to have not only ecnused frequent 
obstruction of our lines of communi- 
4ention and traitc, but have also dared 
to Inunch ‘actions of proved pre- 
meditated provocation toward Japan- 


. ese troops. 


Partleularly contemptible are the 
aets of Chinese troops, who, violating 
the definite pledge given ‘by them be- 
forchand to the Japanese military 
authoritles, shamelessly started sur- 
prise attacks on Japanese troops at 
Langfang on July 25, when a 
Japanese detachment was sent there 
to repair mUltary telegraph lines, and 
again at Kuanganmen, the outer gate 
of Peiping, on July 26, when an- 
other Japanese contingent was des~- 
patched for the protection — of 
Japanese residents in Pciping. The 
frequent repetition of these un- 
warranted and unlawful actions on 
the part of the Chinese troops 
evidently proves that they have been 
deliberately carrying out u plan of 
provocation, thereby clearly showing 
thelr attitude of deflance and con- 
tempt toward the Japanese troops. 
Morcover, China has committed a 
serious snd unpardonable breach of 
faith in rushing northward a formi- 
dable number of Central Army 
troops, in utter violation of the Ho- 
Umezu agreement and she has been 
steadily 


‘TO METE OUT PUNISHMENT 
The above circumstances clearly 
peace ond order in 
North China has now ‘been complete 
‘ly disrupted and the Hves ond pro- 
wperty of Japanese residents ore 
exposed to imminent tianger, Need~ 
‘less to say, the maintenance of peace 
and order jn North China js a matter 
.of serious concern to both Japan and 
Manchoukuo, but every means ot our 
disposal for a peaceful settlement of 
the present complicatians have now 
deen exhausted. 

It now only remains to take the 
‘step of meting out deserved punish- 
memt to the challenging Chinese 
troops, We deeply regret that things 
have come 
pass, In spite of the sincerity and 
patience of the Japanese Govern- 
ment to localise und peacefully 
liquidate the present Sino-Japanese 
complications in North. China, 

The Japanese punitive expedition 
is, of course, aimed solely at those 
Chinese farces who have been per- 
sistently challenging Japanese troops, 
and we have no intentlon whatever 
making the 100 million Chinese 
populatien In North China the ob- 
jective of our punitive action. 
Furthermore, in taking this step, we 
intend to exert our best influence Jn 
restoring peace and order in North 
China as specdily as possible, with a 
view to promoting the welfare of the 
people in this purt of China. 

We desire to make It clear that our 
troops have no intention of using, 
force inside the walled town of Pel-

Policy 


London, July 29, 

Early publication of the proposals 
for the mllk industry, which will re- 
quire legislation, and of a statement 
bn the poultry industry, Was pro- 
mised by the Minister of Agriculture 
when he told the House of Commons 
at question-time that the Government 
had given careful consideration to 
the diMlculties of the Bacon industry, 
which appeared to be attributable In 
part to on increase of  pig-feeding 
costs and in part to the high costs of 
bacon manufacture in the United 
Kingdom, 

The Government believed that if 
the industry were founded on o small 
number of efficient factories provided 
with adequate ond regular supplies 
of pigs of rood quality and conforma- 
tion, sufficient economics could be 
secured in the cost of curing to en- 
able the industry to be maintained 
during periods of high feeding costs. 
The Government accordingly would 
be willing to propose that some 
assistance should be accorded to the 
industry over’ a sufficient period’ to 
enable a contract system for the 
bupply of bacon pigs to be re-estub- 
Ushed, if they were assured that the 
reargunisation of bacon  {actorics 
would so proceed us to hold n pro- 
mise of reduction in curing costs 
which wauld enable both producers 
and curers to,work at a profit. 

The Government desired to give 
further considcration, in consultation 
with the industry, to the nature of 
the changes required and the form 
they should take, with a view to lay- 
ing detailed proposals before Parlia-

year. 


But the most important thing about 
this book is that it will affect the well- 
belng of millions of children, and ulti- 


mately help to make history, ° 


The seeds sown in 1937 will come to 


harvest 25 years hence. 

The “Handbook of Sugges- 
tions "1s a sort of oMctal stock- 
taking or a census of ideas, It° 
shows how the Big Business of 
Education has expanded since 
the last “Handbook * appeared 
ten years ago. 

Certain “ departments" have 
closed down, inevitably, and a 
good deal of academic “ junk” 
has been removed; but on the 
whole the business 1s going 

‘ahead well and the outlook 
makes for optimism. 


HE Board of Educa- 

tlon has often “been 

accused of being tradi- 
¢lon-bound and die-hard, but 
this'{s no longer truce. It 4s 
fully aware of the swiftly 
changing circumstances — of 
modern Iife. It watches new 
educational experiments with 
an‘open mind. It has o finger 
on the social pulse. 

Education 1s becoming a broader 
thing, more human, more practi- 
cal, A few years ago It was 
restricted to intellectual subjects 
and was excessively bookish. What 
happened to the child outside 
school was no concern of the 
teacher's, and what happened in 
school was no concern of the 
parents, 

The writers of the new “ Hand- 
book” show. clearly that these 
Ideas must be abandoned. The 
school must keep in touch with the 
home and the neighbourhood. 
Teachers and parents must work 
together for tho child’s good.- 
Teachers ore also urged to cet to 
know the influences of the nelgh- 
bourhood, but they are warned not 
to express disapproval in language 
likely to arouse resentment.

HAINAN ISLAND DEFENCE 


Hainan Island, lying out in the 
South China Sea as the southernmost 
tip of Chinn, has suddenly become a 
focal point of international interest. 

Though less than 30,000 sq. miles 
in extent, It enjays a climate: unique 
and distinct {rom the remainder of 
China, making possible the prow th 
of cotton and rubber, vital raw 
materials which the country necds 
and has to import. 


The Island also possesses 2 variety 
of minerals, principally tin and cop- 
per, and which are being explored. 


However, the: exceptionally om- 
bitlous programme being brought to 
bear on. Halnan,-has suggested a 
mor than economical ‘interest. a

tropical Paradise. 


A glance at the map will show 
these territories as French Indo- 
China lying on the other side of the 
Gulf of Tonkin; the French lensed 
territory of Kwong Chow Wan with 
which ‘Indo-China {fs :Hnked up 
administratively; and the British 
Colony of Hongkong, great commer- 
elal emporium through which passes 
much of British trade with China. 


All these forelgn-held territories, 
with Hainan ns their central axis, are 
within only a few hours’ reach of 
fast bomber planes. from Formosa— 
wkhin the radius also of a powerful 
Japanese visit such as may be based 
In harbours allegedly being prepared 
at the southernmost’ tip of the 
Japanese Colony. 


Chinn will also have an advance post 
for n long and exposed coast-linc. 
The advantage to China will be in a 
food-and-life [ne into her interior 
provinces guarded from Hainan, in 
the event of her being forced to 
abandon Canton with her maritlme 
provinces. . 


It is this mutual apprehension of 
what has been termed “the south- 
ward expansion of Japan” which 
gives to Anglo-Chinese relations of 
to-day thelr pecullar realism, making 
the intimate link. between Hongkong 
and Kwangtung closer than has ever 
been thought possible. It gives point 
to any financial ald which this 
country can give fo Chinn In the 
interests of collective security. The 
few milllon pounds sterling which

The first and most fundamental 
subject !s 'Henith ond Physical 
Training.” Then come Music 
and the Arta and Crafts (no longer 
separated by an impassable guif). 

There follow chapters on Necdle- 
ernf{t and Housccraft. And then, it 
should be noted, the academic sub- 
jects — English Language’ and 
Literature, History, Geography, 
Nature Study, Science, and—Inst 
of all—Mathematics, 

But even these old favourite sub-, 
jects are to be taught In a new 
way. They ure not considered 
munition-dumps for examiners. 
They are intimately linked with 
dally life at every possible point. 

A take a class to an old 
-castle or the parish 
church, Geography may lead to 
a school journey. Half a dozen 
branches of sclence.may be 
learnt in the school garden, A 
girl learns arithmetic by going 
shopping, studying food prices,

ESTING time’ tays. a strong 

temptation in the pathway of 
not a few of our wall-known ond res~ 
pected wild birds. The temptation 
‘fs to steal the eggs not only of other 
but also of, thelr own kind, 


Outstanding among the offenders 
ia the black-hended gull, This hand- 
some and clever bird of the plough 
spends much of his time during the 
nesting season In deliberate and 
fingrant thieving. He even tales the 
eggs of his fellow “black-heads,” 
while the nests are unguarded, You 
will notice, if you are an observer 
of bird-life in the countryside, that 
black-headed gulls practically dis- 
oppear from the fields, Jn spring- 
time. They cangregate at some 
lochnn or marsh, where they nest, 
and In the immediate vicinity they 
nre to be seen flylng Icisurcly over 
the flelds or along the slopes of hills 
keeping their alert eyes on the 

round jn search of an untendcd 
nest or of a sitting bird: Even -at

in a hole {n a tree and the chase 
ended.

When they come upon a 
flock of herring gulls feeding on 
herring, they sclect one victim from 
the number ond, giving chose with 
ferocity and terrifylng cries, follow- 
Ing every turn and dodge relentless- 
ly, they cause the, frightened bird 
to disgorge the newly-caught fish 
which has just been swallowed or 
the half digested fish which was 
cnught some time before-hand. If

tea, and fruit Industries, the deve- 
lopment of fishery und forestry pro- 
ducts, the promotion of animal hus- 
bandry in Hainan, the reclamation 
and colonisation of certain sections 
in the south route districts, including 
Hainan, and the further reclaiming 
und developing of the delta areas In 
the Pao-an, Tung-kwoon, Chung- 
san, Poon-yi, and Shun-tch districts 
along the Pearl River, The money

"For the carrying out of this huge
